BULLER GIVEN LITTLE CREDIT 


Chief Maling a After a Dozen Years of 
Silence Dem ands Reward He Claims 
“ Ferry man of the Tug ela” Promised 
Him — Has Been

or Would 
Hav o Spoken Sooner. 


It was only on the six th attempt, as 
ev ery one knows, that tk? late General 
Sir Red vers Buller succeeded in re­ 
lieving 1 
Lady smith during the 
last 
Boer war. 
But, if a story which has 
just come to hand after these twelve 
y ears 
be 
substantiated, 
Lady smith 
might have fallen eventually into the 
hands of the Boers had it not been 
for the strategy of a Zulu chief who 
at the last moment came to the re­ 
lief of the harassed British general. 
The story , which comes from Dur­ 
ban. is to the effect that the Zulu chief 
Malinga is claiming through the court 
a reward of $20 0 and eighty head of 
cattle for the services rendered on the 
occasion referred to. 


Claims Credit For Victory . 
Malinga declares that it was through 
him that the final attack on the Boers 
at Tugela heights proved successful, 
he having originated the plan of opera­ 
tions after five previous efforts had 
been made without success. 
The Natal Mercury , which chronicles 
the details of Mallnga’s claim, offers 
no opinion on its merits, but states 
that many of the points of the chief’s 
Btory coincide with what actually oc­ 
curred. 
Briefly , Malinga say s that during the 
siege of Lady smith he was practicing 
in the district as a medicine man. 
lie 
had commanded an impi of warriors 
during the Zulu war, and when the 
nativefe were called together by Gen­ 
eral Buller he was asked if he could 
still handle an ImpL 


Culler Crosses Ocean. 
To this Malinga replied that what he 
had done before he could do again, 
and he was thereupon invited to assist 
General Buller’s forces, being prom­ 
ised the reward he now claimed if he 
was successfu.1. 
The Boers at that 
time occupied a position on the Makala 
hill, and the adoption of Malinga’s 
plan of attack ended in their complete 
rout 
After the relief of Lady smith Ma­ 
linga returned to Nkandkla, to learn 
that General Buller had “crossed the 
seas.” Having been later thrown Into 
prison for his part In a native re­ 
bellion, he had been unable to make 
his claim for the promised reward 
until now.

There still live in the west men who 
knew the old Santa Fe trail in the 
day s of its glory , when mile long 
wagon trains dragged slowly over hill 
and plain. 
The prairie schooner of 
that day hds given way to the motor­ 
car of this, the bullwhacker has be­ 
come a chauffeur, and the old trail has 
become the new—tlie new Santa Fe 
frail—a m<; 
speedway from the bank 
of the Father 
f Waters to the, plaza 
of Santa Fe. 
C vtr ihe old trail these 
pioneers and their soi.s are spreading 
a boulevard fifteen huiMln d ml 
a ba r. 
It is not merely a project, this r • v 
Santa Fe trail. It is a solid actu 
which four states are pushing to cou 
pletion, with Kansas and Colorado 
well in advance. 
The new Santa Fe 
trail is practically finished between 
Hutchinson, Ivan., and Canon City . 
Colo., at which latter place one branch 
ends. 
It is being pushed south from 
La Junta to Santa Fe and east from 
Hutchinson to Kansas City and St. 
Louis. 
Founded in sentiment, the real in­ 
centive behind the new Santa Fe trail 
was the big touring car.

preaching of twenty y ears had failed 
to accomplish the motorcar accom­ 
plished in one—the conversion of the 
Kansas farm er to good roads.

ley speedway and later the new Saij- 
ta Fe trail.

rado took up the speedway , and the 
counties along the old trail pushed 
the new’ road through to" Pueblo, There 
it was connected with the fine road 
that led westward up the valley of 
the Arkansas river to Canon City , end­ 
ing at the Sk.i line drive, one of the 
most magnificent m ountain' roads in 
the world, skirting the edge of the 
Roy al gorge, through which the river 
flows a thousand feet below.

It is maintained that it 
does not differ ex cept in the m anner of 
its origin from that ex tracted from the 
camphor trees of Formosa. 
Artificial camphor is made from es­ 
sential oils derivud from turpentine. 
Chemically the only difference between 
turpentine and camphor is the posses­ 
sion by each molecule of the latter of 
one atom of ox y gen which is lacking 
in the former. 
By chemical process 
the needed ox y gen is supplied. Three- 
fourths of the entire supply of cam­ 
phor is used in the arts and one-fourth 
in medicine.

A canvass of the m em bership disclos­ 
ed that an apportionm ent bill that 
would reduce the representation of 
any of the states that has declined in 
population cannot be passed. 
The 
states affected 
are represented 
by 
m ore than 100 m em bers, am ong them 
Ohio, Maine, Indiana, K entuck y, Vir­ 
ginia and the C&rolin&s. 
A fter a re­ 
view of the situation the leaders have 
come to the conclusion tha t if rn ai> 
portipnm ent bill is to be passed at this 
i tim e it m ust provide for a house of ap- 
j proxim ately 430 m em bers. 
In this connection a proposal has 
been m ade tha t will have serious con­ 
sideration. 
It is that the apportion­ 
m ent act shall contain a provision au­ 
thorizing the secretary of com m erce 
and labor, who is the im m ediate su­ 
perior of the director of the census, to 
carry out the w ork of apportionm ent 
in the future under fixed rates to be 
prescribed by congress.

Cabinet Leader Who Resigned After 
Scoring Victory For His Course In­

Calling Them to the Colors and Mak­ 
ing Them Work Against Themselv es. 


The resignation of Aristide Briand, 
French premier, and his entire cabinet 
recalls a curious coincidence. The res­ 
ignation was caused ostensibly by the 
attack s made upon the prime minister 
because of his crippling the railway 
strik ers by summoning to the colors 
those employees who were army re­ 
servists and compelling them to op­ 
erate the trains through their patriotic 
allegiance. 
Yet this same premier who invok ed 
patriotism to end the huge walk out 
had but a few years before advocated 
a wholesale labor strik e and been 
among the forefront of France’s So­ 
cialists. 


Reorganization Is Likely . 
As Briand scored a victory in 
the 
chamber of deputies when the govern 
ment’s strik e action was considered, so

rangements will » be made at a joint 
meeting of the committees ap p ointed 
by the Democratic senators and rep re­ 
sentativ es, to be held nex t Monday 
afternoon, for introdu ction in the legis- j 
latu re of hills cov ering all of the prom- j 
ises made in the Democratic state p lat­ 
form. W. W. Sp encer of Indianap olis, 
chairman of the committee, said it is 
not the p rov ince of this committee to 
p rep are any bills on the p latform su b­ 
jects for introdu ction in the legisla­ 
tu re. All the committee is to do is to 
see to it th at someone brings each 
p latform p ledge before the legislatu re 
in the form of a bill. He say s any rep ­ 
resentativ e “is wTelcome to introdu ce 
his own bill” on any of the p latform 
su bjects and th at there is no restric­ 
tion on any one in th at direction. 
Then, after the bills hav e been in­ 
trodu ced, the committee will look 
them ov er and p ick ou t the ones w’hich 
in the op inion of the committee come 
nearest to cov ering the su bjects in ac­ 
cordance with the p latform declara­ 
tions. 
The committee will then rec­ 
ommend th at the Democratic members 
su p p ort th at bill. 
The senate Democrats ap p ointed a 
similar committee to look after p lat­ 
form bills in the senate, and at the 
meeting nex t Monday the hou se com­ 
mittee and the senate committee will 
work together and agree on the intro­ 
du ction of the bills either in the senate 
or the hou se, in order th at there may 
not be any conflict. 
’Twou ld Be Unconstitu tional. 
Mr. Sp encer say s th at the committee 
fou nd on inv estigation of the su bject 
that it wou ld be imp ossible to frame 
a comp u lsory arbitration 
law that 
wou ld be constitu tional. 
One of the 
p latform measu res p rop osed was on 
this su bject, and was intended to re­ 
q u ire both sides to su bmit to arbitra­ 
tion all disp u tes betw’een cap ital and 
labor. 
The committee fou nd that the 
constitu tion of the state of Indiana 
does not p ermit the legislatu re to 
grant ju dicial p owers to any body for 
the determination of su ch matters u n­ 
less the p arties themselv es agree first 
to abide by the decision of the tribu ­ 
nal. It is lik ely , therefore, that no bill 
will be introdu ced along this line. On 
th e other p latform p rop ositions, how­ 
ev er, bills will be introdu ced. 
The liq u or p roblem is cau sing the 
committee some worry . 
Mr. Sp encer 
say s it is a q u estion of whether the 
liq u or q u estion shou ld be* met with a 
bill which wou ld rep eal the cou nty lo­ 
cal op tion law and su bstitu te for it a 
law mak ing the city , the township and 
the township ou tside the city the u nits 
of local op tion, or whether the p resent 
cou nty option law shou ld be amended 
merely by changing the u nit from 
cou nty op tion to city , township and 
township ou tside of city . 
He say s it 
may be done either way , bu t the com­ 
mittee has not as y et made u p its mind 
w’hich p lan wou ld more nearly comp ly 
with the state p latform p ledge for a 
change in the u nit.
